NEW YORK, April 15.—The insurance 
on the Titanic herself must have 
amounted, according to the local agents 
of Lloyds, to $6,000,000, of which a part 
at least was carried by the International 
Mercantile Marine Co., in the form of a 
surplus fund for insurance purposes, 
and another part by the What Star Line. 

But a large amount, probably exceed- 
ing $3,000,000, was carried by the Lloyds 
agencies in the shape of policies drawn 
by as many different marine insurance 
companies. These policies covered every 
possible contingency, and the premiums 
for them were figured accordingly. 

It is certain, according to the esti- 
mates of other steamship men, thaé@ ihe 
sinkin~s of the Titanic will mean a money 
loss, exclusive of insurance, which may 
be collected, of approximately $10,000,600, 
and the probabilities are that damage 
suits and other losses will bring up this 
estimate to a much larger figure. In 
fact, it looks as though the original 
estimate of $12,000,000 would not be too 
great.

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OLYMPIC BOATS 
CAN CARE FOR II7I 
OF 3447 ABOARD 


Laws Require No Ship to Carry 
Enough Life Saving Craft to 
Accommodate All. 


NEW YORK, April 16.—Statistical in- 
formation of the life-saving apparatus 
of the Olympic, sister ship of the Ti- 
tanic, was given out today by the Bu- 
reau of Inspection of Steam Vessels. 
Figures for the Titanic are not avail- 
able, but as the two ships were almost 
identical it is not likely that their life- 
saving equipment materially differed. 

The Olympic has 16 lifeboats and four 
rafts calculated to accommodate 1171 
persons, This means about one-third of 
the total number of passengers and 
crew together, which is 3447, can be ac- 
commodated. It was stated at the bu- 
reau that no ship is required to have 
sufficient boat room to accommodate all 
its complete passenger and crew list. 

The Olympic carries 3455 life preserv- 
ers and 48 life buoys and these equip- 
ments are made in compliance with the 
regulations of the British Board of 
Trade. The United States Bureau has 
no power except to see that each steam- 
ship meets the requirements of its home 
government,

Conditions Leave Little Hope for 
Those From Titanic Who Still 
May Be in Boats. 


MONTREAL, April 16.—The weather 
signal station on the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence reported today that heavy fogs 
lay off Nova Scotia and that a violent 
thunderstorm broke in that neighbor- 
hood last night and is traveling east- 
ward.

Attorneys for Edward G. Lewis filed 


notice in the United States District 
Court Tuesday that they would apply 


to the United States Supreme Court at 
noon, May 5, for a writ of prohibition 
to restrain the District Court from try- 
ing Lewis on more than four counts of 
the indictment against him charging him 
with the use of the mails to defraud in 
the sales of securities of his University 
City corporations. 

The indictments on which Lewis was 
tried before Judge Amidon contained 12 
counts. Attorneys for Lewis tried to 
get Judge Amidon to limit District At- 
torney Houts to four counts, but Judge 
Amidon ruled that he might be tried 
on all 12 counts. 

Notice of intention to apply for the 
writ of prohibition was signed by Attor- 
neys Barclay and Cullen. 

District Attorney Houts announced 


Tuesday that he could be ready with- 
in two weeks to. prosecute Lewis 
again on the 12-count indictment 


charging him with using the mails to 
defraud. 

The jury stood nine to three for 
conviction from the first of its 50 
ballots to the last. Members of it 
said that supplementary instructions 
given by Judge Amidon Monday had 
no perceptible influence with the 
jury. 


Rests With Judge. 
Houts said that so far as he was 


concerned it rested with Judge Ami- 
don when a new hearing would be 
given. He thought it would take two 
weeks to get another venire together 
and to get the Government’s witness- 
es back to St. Louis. 

Amidon was appointed to try the 
Lewis case by Judge Sanborn of the 
Wnited States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. He will have’ jurisdiction over 
it until the case ig¢settled unless the 
Appellate Court should remove him 
at the request of the attorneys for 
the defense. Immediately after ihe 
case was ended Monday, the jurist

“That is not deciding the case accord- | 
ing to the evidence. 

“Deciding the case according to the 
evidence means that before you com- 
mence the consideration of the evidence 
that you will lay out of your minds all 
preconceived wishes and purposes and 
desires, and take up the evidence, and 
all the evidence, and be willing to be 
guided by it whever that evidence leads, 
just as willing to follow it up to a ver- 
dict of not guilty as to a verdict of 
guilty, and just as willing to follow it 
to a verdict of guilty as to a verdict of 
not guilty. 

“It means that you will come to the 
consideration of the evidence with minds 
willing to follow the guidance of that 
evidence, just as willingly as a good man 
will follow the leadings ef his con- 
science. That, gentlemen, is the frame 
of mind in which you should approach 
your duty in this case. 

“And now stop for a moment, look at 
your own minds, each one of you, and 
Say under the solemn responsibility 
that rests upon you: “Am I willing to 
follow the leading of the evidence in this 
case, whether it leads to a verdict of 
guilty or to a verdict of not guilty?’ 

“If your mind is not in that state the 
first thing for you to do is to put your 
mind in order, and come to the consid- 
eration o7 the case in that frame of 
mind. 

Rules Made Plain. 

“And now, gentlemen, every rule is 
made plain in its application, and I pro- 
pose to take up one of the group of 
counts in the indictment and apply the 
method of considering the case to that 
Sroup of counts. Let us take up counts 
10, 11 and 12. Those are the counts deal- 
ing with the sale of the preferred stock 
of the Lewis Publishing Co. 

“They charge that in the month of 
December, 1908, Mr. Lewis devised a 
scheme to defraud investors in that 
stock by certain fraudulent representa- 
tions. The evidence on most of the 
features of the charge is uncontradicted 

“The evidence showed that Mr. Lewis 
did devise the business project to sell 
that stock; that he wrote all the ad- 
vertisements by which the sale of that 
stock was promoted; that he sold the 
stock, that is, through his company it 
was sold; that in the carrying out of 
that project he intended to use the post- 
office establishment of- the United 
States, and did use it to a very ex- 
tensive degree; that he deposited the 
letters and papers mentioned in the 
counts in the postoffice at St. Louis 
in furtherance of that project. 


S He Puts Question. 
“Now, if you believe the evidence that 


is introduced—the evidence upon thos¢ 
subjects is not contradicted: and the 
only question that was seriously con- 
troverted was this: Did he promote the 
sale of that stock, induce its sale by 
the fraudulent representations charge 
in the indictment Now, whatever rep- 
resentations were made in the sale of 
that stock were made by him. 

“He wrote them and caused them 
to be published. And in determining 
what representations were made all you 
have to do is to look at the advertise- 
ments. a 

“The project began on Dec. 3. On that 
day he issued an advertisement in which 
he stated, in substance, that any person 
who would purchase that stock and have 
it registered in his name would be en- 
tiled to the dividend which was about 
to be declared. He stated that the 
books would be closed on the 2th of 
December, and that any person who 
desired to secure the benefits of the div- 
idend must acquire the stock and have 
it transferred before that date. 

“In those advertisements he _ stated 
that the company had earned the divi- 
dend; that the directors were about to 
declare the dividend, and that the divi- 
dend would be paid out of the net profits 
of the company’s business. Upon those 
representations the stock wads subscribed 
for and paid for. 

Subscriptions Came In, 

“The advertisements ran on; the sub- 
scriptions came in, and on the 26th of 
December, Mr. Lewis wrote and pub- 
lished an advertisement, in which he 
Stated, in substance, that he had re- 
ceived a great many letters from people 
who were desirous to purchase the stock 
and secure the dividend, but owing to 
the short time between the time when 
the offer was published and the 2%th 
of December, when the books closed, 
that they had not had an opportunity 
to get in their subscriptions, and Mr. 
Lewis stated in that advertisement that 
in view of that state of things he would 
set the date for closing the books for- 
ward to Feb. 1, and that people who de- 
sired to purchase the stock and have it 
registered in their name on or before 
that date would be entitled to the divi- 
dend. 

“Then the course of advertising went 
on, stating that any person who pur- 
chased and acquired the stock on or be- 
fore that date would be entitled to this 
accrued dividend of 15 per cent, stating 
that it had been earned; that it had 
been declared by the Board of Directors, 
and that it would be paid out of the net 
profits of the company. 


Points to Representations. 
“Now those were the representations 


that were made. If you have any 
doubts on that subject you ought to 
have the advertisements read to you. 
Those are the representations that were 
made as I remember the evidence that 
was adduced here. You also have a 
memory of the evidence and it is’ your 
duty to be guided by the evidence as 
you remember it; but that is the sub- 
stance of that line of advertisement as I 
remember it to have been made. 

“Now were those representations 
false or were they true? How are you 
going to find that out? Look at the 
business of the Lewis Publishing Co. 
What does the uncontradicted evidence 
in this case show with respect to that 

Ss: ‘ 
rye that during this year, 1908, 
during which time Mr. Léwis in these 
advertisements represented that the 
company had attained a condition of 
profitable status so that it could and 
would pay this dividend out of its 
profits, the company had borrowed on 
its ten months notes nearly one million 
dollars, and had used hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of that money in pay- 
ing the steadily monthly losses of that 
vie daaialeaie of the company has ap- 
peared before you and testified that the 
current losses of that business during 


you the summary of the books of the 
company kept under Mr. Lewis’ super- 
vision, and from those books it like- 
wise appears that the company had 
beeh doing the same kind of a losing 
business. 

“Not only that, but at the very time 
that this stock was being advertised 
for sale the company was accepting 
subscriptions for these seven per cent 
notes and using the proceeds of those 
notes as fast as it came in to pay the 
losses of the company. 

“Not only that, but the evidence shows 
that something like one hundred and 
twenty-three thousand dollars was got- 
ten in as the purchase price of that 
part of this stock that was paid for in 
cash, and that that money, while Mr. 
Lewis was continuing his advertise- 
ments that the.company was doing and 
had been doing a business that justi- 
fied the paying of this 15 per cent divi- 
dend, that money which was derived 
from the sale of the stock upon the 
representation that the stock had earn- 
ed this dividend, was used to pay the 
lesses of the current business of the 
company. 

“Now, gentlemen, as I understand the 
evidence, there is no conflict in it on 
those subjects. Do you believe it? Is 
it credible evidence? 

“Mr. Lewis himself has gone on the 
stand and testified. Did he make any 
explanation whatever in regard to what 
representations he made in the sale of 
this stock, or as to the condition of the 
business? Did he make any showing 
that anything that happened after he 
nad made those representations indicat- 
ing that he had been disappointed, and 
therefore was unable to make them 
good? There is nothing of that kind. 

“There isn’t any showing in this case 
that between the time the advertising 
of this stock commenced and the first 
Gay of February, when the books closed, 
that there had been any unforeseen 
events in the history of this company’s 
business. So far as the evidence shows. 

“Tt went right along just as Mr. Lewis 
expected it would go during that period. 

“Of course, it is possible for you to 
say, “I believe that if nothing had 
happened to Mr. Lewis, although he 
made those representations, and al- 
though under the evidence those repre- 
sentations were false, still I believe if 
nothing had happened to him, nothing 
had interfered with his business, still 
he would have been able to pay the 
money back without loss.’ Gentlemen, 
you are not permitted under your oaths 
to indulge in such argument as that. 

“The law which underlies this case 
forbade him to get that money by means 
of false representations, and if he got it 
by false representations, then I care not 


what your belief may be as to the fact 


that he believed that he could pay it 
hack—believed that he could use it in 
such a way that it would be profitable 
to those who gave it to him— can 
afford no justification whatever for his 
obtaining the money by fraudulent rep- 
resentations, if he did obtain it in that 
way. 

“There is not a particle of difference 
in principle between such a state and 
a state that would exist if Mr. Lewis 
had been intrusted with some other 
man’s money and he had said, “I think 
I can use this money in this business so 
that 1 can make it pay and return it 
before I will be called on to return it.’’ 
That is the form of reasoning of every 
embezzler who takes money. He says, 
“I can take it, and I can use it, and I 
am sure—I have such confidence in my 
business; I see its outlook so clearly—I 
can take it and use it and return it 
without any wrong or.any injury to the 
party to whom it belongs.’ 

“The law does not tolerate any such 
wrongdoing or any such reasoning as 
that. 

“In this case it forbade Mr. Lewis to 
get that money by fraudulent repre- 
sentations, and if he got it by fraudulent 
representations, the manner in which he 
got it was wrongful: and the belief on 
his part, or the belief ons your part, 
that if something had not happened, he 
could have used the monev so as to re- 
turn it without loss, affords no justifi- 
cation whatever. 

“Now, gentlemen, what I request you 
to do is to take up each count in this 
indictment and proceed to its considera- 
tion along the lines which I have marked 
Out to you; bring to it minds just as 
willing to be led to a verdict of not 
guilty as to a verdict of guilty, and 
just as willing to be led by it to a 
verdict of not guilty as to a verdict 
of not guilty.

POISON MYSTERY 
IN WHICH BOY DIED 


Chief of Detectives Reopens In- 
quiry Into Ralph Schneider’s 
Death Last Year. 








ARSENIC PUT IN FOOD 





Mrs. Burhenne Admits Buying 
Poison Under Assumed Name 
But Says She Contemplated 
Suicide. 





Resuming an investigation began 
more than q year ago, Detective 
Chief Allender is holding Mrs. Clara 
Burhenne of 3513 Natural Bridge 
road in the ‘belief that she may give 
information which will help to clear 
the mystery of the poisoning of 9- 
year-old Ralph Schneider. 

The boy died Feb. 13, 1911, after 
eating rolled oats, a sample package 
of which had been left on the window 


sill of the Schneider home at 38713 
Thompson street. 

After a Coroner’s verdict that death 
was due to ptomaine poisoning the 
City Chemist made analyses showing 
that arsenic was in the oats and in 
the boy’s stomach. Pate ck Cee 

Woman Was Released, 

On information obtained by news- 
paper reporters that Mrs. Durhenne had 
bought arsenic at a drugstore, giving 
an assumed name, Mrs. Durhenne was 
taken to police headquarters and ques- 
tioned by James M. Smith, then chief 
of detectives. Smith released her, say- 
ing that she apparently knew nothing 
of the poisoning. 

Chief Allender said Tuesday that no 
row development in the. case had 
caused him to again order Mrs. Bur- 
henne’s detention. Questioned by Al- 
lender Mrs. Burhenne repeated her for- 
mer statement that she purchased 
arsenic, giving her name as Mrs. Burk. 
She did this she said because she in- 
tended to end her life with the poison, 
following a family quarrel, though she 
told the druggist she wanted it to kill 
rats..° She said that after purchasing 
the poison she changed her mind and 
did not use it. 

Mrs SBurhenne told Allender that 
three samples of the rolled Oats were 
left at her house about the time Ralph 
Schneider was poisoned, and that she 
and her children ate the oats. 

Trouble Over Children. 

It was learned at the time of the 
poisoning that there had been a feud 
between the Burhenne and the Schneider 
children, and that this had caused fam- 
ily guarrels. 

“There is a great deal of circumstan- 
tial evidence which I think ought to be 
laid before the prosecuting authorities,”’ 
said Chief Allender. ‘“‘I am holding Mrs. 
Burhenne to give her an opportunity to 
make a statement.’’ 

The sample packages of oats left on 
the Schneider window sill had small slits 
cut in the sides. It is believed that the 
poison was introduced through these. 

Mrs. Schneider said Tuesday that she 
knew of no new development which 
might have caused the rearrest of Mrs. 
Burhenne. 

The previous detention of Mrs. Bur- 
henne followed the receipt of Mrs. 
Schneider of a post card which read: 

“I put the poison in the oats which 
killed Randolph Schneider. I am sorry 
I didn’t get the other boys, too. 

“MRS. J.” 

At that time the handwriting on the 
card was compared with Mrs. Bur- 
henne’s. The police said it was not 
the same.

SAME FIVE TUNES 
FOR TWO YEARS 


Werremeyer Sympathizes With 
Man Sued Over Piano Dealer 
and Gives Him Judgment. 








Justice Werremeyer of Clayton be- 
Ileves that a man who is compelled to 
listen to the same five tunes played two 
years by an electric piano is an injured 
person and entitled to financial com- 
pensation. He said so Tuesday in find- 
ing against C. P. Pfaff and R. P. The- 
bus of St. Louis in their suit on notes 
against Herman Zimmermann, proprie- 
tor of the Twelve-Mile House, on the 
Olive Street road. He denied their 
claim for $200 and gave Zimmermann $50 
on a counter-claim for $156. 

Zimmermann bought an electric plano 
June 17, 1910, for his saloon from the In- 
ternational Electric Piano Co., of which 
Pfaff and Thebus were officers. The 
agreed price was $357 and Zimmermann 
paid $175 down’and gave four notes for 
$50 each for the balance. 

Had Only Five Tunes, 

Zimmermann said he got two music 
rolls, each containing five sebections, 
with the understanding that they were 
tc’ be exchanged for new rolls at staed 
intervals. He exchanged the rolls once, 
to be exchanged for new rolls at stated 
time he went to the company’s office. 
On his third visit, he declared, he 
fcund the office vacant and the com- 
pany out of business. That was in 
July, 1910, and from that time on, he 
said, his piano played the same five 
tunes, with the result that customers 
were driven from his place and he was 
made almost frantic by the unvarying 
repetition. 

Pfaff and Thebus bought the notes 
from the company and sued to collect. 
Justice Werremeyer took the case under 
advisement April 5 and went to Zim- 
mermann’s to hear the despised music. 

The piano which had beenturned to 
the wall and covered -with a tarpau- 
lin, was turned around and five nick- 
els dropped into the slot. The result, 
Werremeyer said, was: “The Glow- 
Worm,” “Wedding of the Winds,” 
“Your Best Friend Is Your Mother,” 
‘Popularity March,” and “Annie Lau- 
rie.” Whistling “Nix on the Glow- 
Worm,” the Judge drove back to 
Clayton with his mind made up in 
Zimmermann’s favor.

Familiar Facts Explained for 
Readers of the Post-Dispatch. 


ERE are the explanations of five 
natural phenomena which, it is 
safe to say, the average person 
does not know. If you doubt 

this, ask your friends when you have 
read the following: 

1. A COUGH is caused by the irrita- 
tion of certain nerves. This causes the 
following involuntary actions: First, the 
‘breath is drawn in. Then the vocal 
cords contract and close the upper part 
of the windpipe, shutting in the air. The 
abdominal muscles push the various 
organs upward against the diaphragm 
and throw «uch pressure on the air in 
the lungs that the closed windpipe and 
contracted vocal cords are noisily burst 
open by the expulsion of the breath. 

2. BLACK HAIR is due to excess of 
iron in its composition. Red hair is due 
to an excess of sulphur. Curly hair is 
flat in shape. Straight hair is round. 
The only parts of the body that are ab- 
solutely hairless are the palms of the 
hands and the soles of the feet. 

3. HICCOUGHS: A slight irritation 
of the stomach’s nerves induces a sud- 
den motion of the diaphragm. This 
causes a quick inrush of air, that vi- 
brates the vocal cords and produces the 
sound known as “‘hiccoughing.” 

4, WINKS: An oval muscle just un- 
der the skin of the eyelid contracts 
spasmodically several times each min- 
ute, drawing the eyelids together in 
what is known as the wink. The lach- 
rymal gland in the eye Is constantly giv- 
ing forth moisture. The wink spreads 
this necessary moisture over the whole 
surface of the eye. 

6. DEW: The cooling of the earth 
after sunset makes the air above it turn 
cool and causes the condensing of the 
atmosphere into what is known as 
dew. On nights that are both cloudy 
and windy there is no dew.

Add one-fourth of a cup of boiled cream, 
one raw yolk of egg, a little sherry 
wine, salt and pepper to taste, pound 
and mix into a soft mush, and press 
through a wire hair sieve and mix paste 
with a few finely chopped truffles. Take 
a small pastry bag,-insert a small round 
tube, fill with paste, place tube in pocket 
in breast of chicken and stuff breast by 
pressing the bag; then lard the top of 
breast with a few pieces of larding 
pork. Put the breast into a buttered 
casserole, sprinkle over salt and butter 
and braise with vegetables and spices 
for 15° minutes. Cook for each breast 
three medium size fresh mushrooms; 
stew in Madeira sauce and add a few 
slices of truffles. Lay a slice of fresh 
toast, buttered, in a Newburg dish, 
chicken on top; then fresh mushrooms 
and your truffle sauce over all. At- 
tach a chop frill to wing bone and serve. 


GUINEA CHICKEN 
(Faust Special.) 


REPARE Guinea chickens as for 
frying; cut in quarters and lard 
them. Partly broil and finish with pan 
gravy. For each half chicken broil three 
to four fresh mushrooms and one slice 
of Virginia ham. Put a piece of fresh 
toast, buttered, and cut round in a New- 
burg dish; then the broiled Virginia 
ham, and the Guinea chicken on the 
ham; then the fresh mushrooms. Finish 
gravy with a few drops of lemon juice, 
sherry wine, chopped parsley and salt 
and pepper to suit taste. Powr sauce 
over and cover with a glass bell. Put 
in a hot oven for a few minutes and 
serve with fried hominy. 


FRESH ARTICHOKES. 
T RIM stalks and outside leaves and 

wash artichokes; tie up tight in 
pieces of cotton cloth (this is to prevent 
leaves from falling apart while boiling); 
boil in plenty of water to which add 
some lemon juice and a pinch of baking 
soda: boil until tender (about 40 or 50 
minutes.) When done, untie bags, partly 
open up the center leaves and with a 
spoon remove fibrous substance (called 
choke.) Serve on napkin with butter 
or Hollandaise sauce on side. 

If artichokes are to be served as a 
salad, let them get cold before remov- 
ing choke. Serve with French dressing 
or vinaigrette.

Women stenographers, formerly em- 
ployed by E. G. Lewis and the Lewis 
Publishing Co., when they were called 
Tuesday to testify against Lewis in the 
congressional investigation of Lewis’ 
claim against the Postoffice Department 
for damages, were warned by Edward 
C. Madden, attorney for Lewis, that 
they could not be compelled to divulge 
the confidences that existed between 
them and their former employer. 

The stenographers were Misses Anna 
R.: Martin and Anna N. Tierney. Unitei 
States District Attorney Houts told the 
stenographers that there was no law 
exempting them from giving testimony 
as to what transpired while they were 
in the employ of Lewis. 

Gives Girl Warning. 

“I want to warn you that you will 
have to take the consequences if you 
testify relative to the private corre- 
spondence of Lewis,’’ Madden said to 
Miss Tierney. 

“What consequences?’ she asked. 

“Why, you might be subjected to crit- 
icism on the floor of the House of Rep- 
resentatives.”’ 

“Oh, that doesn’t scare me,’’ said Miss 
Tierney. “If I remember rightly, Mr. 
Madden, you have been criticised on the 
floor of the House. Did that frighten 
you?” 

“No,” said Madden, “but you might 
wish to get employment as a stenogra- 
pher again, and if it was known that 
you divulged confidences you might not 
be able to get a position.” 

“T am willing to take a chance,’’ 
Miss Tierney. 

His Private Typist. 

She then testified that she was pri- 
vate stenographer for Lewis, and knew 
that he wrote letters and signed other 
people’s names to them. She recalled 
that he dictated to her a letter which 
he sent to A. O. Rule to sign. This 
was a letter boosting Lewis real estate 
deals in University City. Rule testified 
in the trial of Lewis that Lewis wrote 
the letter and sent it to him for ap- 
proval, and that after making some al- 
terations he let the letter be issued. 

Miss Martin testified relative to 
charges that Lewis made in 1911 to the 
effect that his subscription lists had 
been tampered with for a year. Miss 
Martin sald that Miss Elizabeth Hanni- 
gan, who had charge of the subscription 
departments, resented the charges. 
which appeared in an article in the 
Woman's National Daily 

She wrote a letter to Lewis telling him 
that the reason subscription money had 
not been sent to magazines affiliated 
with the American Woman's League 
scheme was because no money was 
available to pay the subscriptions. 

She also testified that Sidney Morse, 
ja former employe of Lewis, was dis- 
; charged after a letter he had written 
<fo his wife from New York, and inad- 
vertantly inclosed in a letter addressed 
to Lewis, fell into Lewis’ hands. 

Said Things Were Rotten. 

She testified that she had heard Morse 
say that things were ‘rotten’ at Uni- 
versity City, and after he was dis- 
charged he threatened to go to District 
Attorney Houts and to several weekly 
newspapers and make complaint against 
Lewis. 

Lewis was not at the hearing, which 
was held before Notary George Zollin- 
ger in the office of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Houts. Mrs. Lewis was 
present and sat by Madden, who was 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General .at 
the time Lewis had his troubles with the 
Postoffice Department in 19% and 1907. 

‘Counted Subscriptions, 

William L. Reed, a postoffice inspec- 
tor, testified that in 1905 he aided Post- 
office Inspectors Sullivan and Stice in 
counting the subscription lists of the 
Lewis magazines. Lewis did not object 
to the investigation, he Said, and fur- 
nished facilities for having it made 
in his offices. 

The count was made between Oct. 13 
and Oct. 16, 190%. At nights, after a 
days work had been done, the doors of 
the magazine building were sealed and 
locked. Lewis told the inspectors that 
everything was wide open, and that he 
was glad to have the count made, Reed 


said, 


9 IN A FAMILY HURT 
IN A COLORADO WRECK 


Rock Island Train Ditched Near 
Pueblo and 19 in All Are 


Injured. 


PUEBLO, Colo., April 16.—Nineteen 
passengers were injured, several of them 
seriously when the Pueblo section of the 
Rock Island Mountain Limited train was 
ditched at Cuba, a small flagstation, 11 
miles north of here, at 3 p. m., yester- 
day. 

The accident was caused by a broken 
angle bar on a switch. The engine and 
mail car crossed in safety, but the day 
coach was piled alongside the track and 
the Pullman was derailed partly. All the 
injured passengers were in the day 
coach. Only six of those on board the 
entire train escaping without injury. A 
special train brought the fnjured to this 
city. 

Nine of the injured were in one family, 
that of Robert Grier of Ogden, Utah. 
Mr. and Mrs. Grier and three children 
were hurt seriously.
